ment on govarnmeut notes Injure all hold; 
ore of sucli. notes?' A. Sooner or Inter, it 
wuuld cheat every man with a dollar bill 
u his pocket.—New York Evening Post.

ent of Tho Inquirer who lives in Potts- 
town, and who wishes to be known only as 
"B," writes for Information and we shall 
give it. He say a: 


"If I owe $1,000 on a mortgage written 


payable in lawful money of tho United 
BtotOB and should a freo coinage act pass 
and tho bullion price of silver remain as it 
Is—53 cents—(meaning 5B eents worth in a 
dollar) could I not purchase $580 worth of 
bullion, have It coined froo and pay for my 
mortgage with it? If so, would I not be 
the gainer to the extent of the difference? 
If so, would it not inure to the disadvan- 
tage of the borrower in that tho mortgagee 
will demand payment of all mortgages 
possible before such a law should pass?" 


There are two kinds of mortgages. In 


those days most contracts read thut pay- 
ments shall bo made In gold. Such mort- 
gages would have to bo paid upon a gold 
basis, and that would moan, under a free 
bllver act, two silver dollars in place of 


one. 
Whether the mortgagee would de- 


mand immediate payment is a question 
which ho alone would have to decide. If 
n. mortgage rends "lawful money," then 
of course the borrower would be able to 
pay in 58 cent dollars, and thus cheat the 
lender most royally. Tho theory of the 
froo silver men is that the farmer who has 
given a mortgage payable in "lawful 
money" will bo able to pay it off with a 
uhoap dollar.

If all the de- 
positors in the United States should make 
a raid upon the savings banks between 
tho election in November, should Bryan 
win, and the Inauguration in March, 
every savings bank would fail.

December, 1854, the ring 
became the property of tho Into Mr Halli- 
well-Philhpps, who akoady possessed a 
rival ring, of which a representation is 
given in his "Life of Shakespeare " 


Thomas Hill, tho original of "Paul 


Pry, "possessed Garrick' s cup formed Irom 
the mulberry tree planted by Shakespeare 
in his garden at Now Place, Stratford-on- 
Avon 
This realized at Hill's death 40 


guineas. Another Shakespearean cup was 
purchased in May, 1825, lor 121 guineas, 
by a Mr. J. Johnson and was by him bold 
21 years after for Z&% guineas. Joseph 
Lilly, the bookseller, possessed another. 
Shakespeare's jug and cano were sold at 
Christie's in June, 1803, and realized 185 
guineas. 
These relics were bequeathed by 


Siiakespearo to his sister Joan, who mar- 
nod a Mr. Hart, who settled at Towkes- 
jury, and they remained in possession oi 
lis descendants till tho commencement of 
ihe present coutury, when they passed into 
other hands —Temple Bar.

lit very dull society. It may seem a 
imowhat sweeping assertion to say that 
here is not such a thing as good society 
n this fin do sieele time, but there is cer- 
tainly none in the sense in which our pred- 
cessors understood it, and could they but 
ook for a moment upon modern English 
Ce thoy would bo amazed. What was sim- 
ly an aristocratic caste has been swept 
way, 
and the heterogeneous mass which 


ow calls itself good society ^is, at any 
ite, clover and sharp enough^ not to be 
oguiled by any will o' the wisp or to re- 
eive any one who does not possess some 
pecial qualifications to be enrolled in ita 
unks,—tiondon Saturday Review.

DEMONETIZATION OF IRON. 


Some-Fact* for Those Who Are Shocked by 


"tho Crime of '73." 
Br P. Hull, of Atlanta, is 


fog 18 to 1 man. He does not behevo in 


measures 
The free coinage ol 


silver idea is too tame for him He is will- 
ing to see the silver!tes and to go them 100 
points better. Here are his declaration, 
proposition and argument- 


"Having been deeply impressed by the 


arguments of Judge Crisp, Bryan, Stew- 
art, Jones and other silver lenders, anc 
especially grieved, shocked and horrifiec 
by the 'awful crime of 1873,' as so luridly 
depicted daily m the columns of the Al- 
lan ta Constitution and other silver organs, 
I have changed my views on the money 
question, and am ready to maintain the 
propositions following in joint debate or 
newspaper controversy • 


"I accept the arguments of the advocates 


of silver and agree with their remedy as 
far as it goes. However, it does not go far 
enough 
Let us have plenty of remedy— 


in fact, enough to make debt and poverty 
things of the past, relics of the dark ages. 
I am in favor of the free and unlimited 
coinage of pig iron at the ratio of 16 to 1 
with gold by the United States alone, in- 
dependently of all nations, and can prove 
by the best authority obtainable that such 
a policy on the part of the United States 
will 'raise prices,' 'put plenty of money in 
circulation', and give the honest debtor a 
chance to pay his debts,' thereby making 
the whole country prosperous. 


"Now, 
in the first place, it may be urged 


by some 'who do not understand the sub- 
ject of standard of value' that a free coin- 
ago act for iron would not raise its price 
to a ratio of IB to 1 with gold 
To them I 


reply that the 'stamp of this government' 
and the 'legal tender qualities' of the iron 
dollar would instantly make the bullion 
value of pig iron tho same as the mint 
value. 'For who would part with an ounce 
of this precious metal for anything else 
than tho mint value? (Stewart, Jones and 
Bryan.) 


"Again, it may be urged that our mint 


would be overcrowded with pig iron. I 
reply that the price of pig iron having been 
raised from $7.50 a ton to a ratio of 16 to 1 
with gold the world over 'no one would 
especially eare, to carry it to the mints, 
since the mint price could bo obtained 
any where in the open market.' (Atlanta 
Constitution) Next it may be urged that 
gold an'd silver would go out of circula- 
tion. I reply, first, 'This is a mere assump- 
tion of the tools of the money power which 
they cannot verify' (Atlanta Constitu- 
ton), second, 'Suppose gold and silver do 
go out of circulation, is' there cot plenty 
of pig iron to take their place and give the 
people plenty of money?' (Bryan); and, 
third, such an assumption mixes the ideas 
of circulating medium and standard of 
values; gold and silver would still be po- 
tential money metals, though not in cir- 
culation, and would lend their help to ward 
raising prices and causing general pros- 
perity.1 (Crisp). 


"Then, again, it maybe urged against 


the pig iron standard of value that wages 
would not rise in proportion to prices. The 
reply is • 'Wages would be compelled to 
ribe, since no man would be fool enough 
to work for $1 a day who could make 
$1,000 a day picking up rusty nails and 
old horseshoes and carrying them to the • 
mint for coinage.' (Hull), 


"In ad'ditiou^l may "be urged by the 


money power, by the 'Wall street sharks' 
and the 'Bond street Shylocks,' that we 
could not alone go on a pig iron basis 
without an international agreement). 'To 
such dastards as dare to lay a limit to the 
power of the American people to do what 
they please, independent of all nations, I 
hurl their cowardice and lack of patriot- 
ism bock in their faces ' (Bryan.) 


"The 'crime' of demonetizing pig Iron 


took place about 2,200 years ago, whon cer- 
tain 'goldolators' and 'silverites,' in order 
to increase the purchasing power of their 
ill-gotten wealth, secretly aud 'like thieves 
in the night' got the demonetization act 
passed repealing the good, old free coinage 
act of Lycurgus, the 'friend of our ances- 
tors' daddies ' 'To-day China is the only 
country on earth honest enough to coin 
iron, and there the happy laborer can oarry 
home the wages of his houest toil in a 
wheelbarrow.' (Atlanta Constitution.) 


"A ruinous fall in prices followed de- 


monetization of iron and has continued 
for up ward of 2,000 years. I have calcu- 
lated the losses entailed upon the honest 
people of this world by that ruthless act, 
but the figures are so enormous I fear a 
revolution will ensue iffi the people leorn 
how greatly they have been robbed. But 
facts are facts, and the best way to right a 
wrong is to meet it squarely. "That loss 
is ^1,000,000,000,000,000,000,000,000,000,000.' 
^Coin's Financial School') 


"In conolusion I'insist that the free 


coiuageof pig iron will do everything that 
is claimed for silver and Ibfiiiitely more. 
JThe people will be rich and prosperous. 
The once poor man can pay his debts with 
his old stove. Railroads can declare divi- 
dends on old rails and worn out rolling 
stock. The small boy can pick up old 
nails and horseshoes enough to support 
his family. In fine, poverty aud debt can 
no longer exist!"—Atlanta (Git.) ,Ti
